LINDBERGH AIR 
STAMP IS HERE 


Postage Honoring 
Paris 
Flyer 
Placed on Hale at Gettysburg 
Post Office. 


The new Lindbergh air-mail stam ps 
were received and placed on sale at 
the local post 
office 
this 
morning. 
While officials at the post office would 
not guarantee that 
letters 
bearing 
this stam p would travel as far or as 
fast ns the man in whose honor they 
have been issued they are considered 
an adequate answer to jibes at the 
postoffice 
departm ent 
for slow de­ 
livery of mail. 
The stam p is the same shape and 
size as the current IO cent air-mail 
stam p 
which it will replace and is 
printed in blue and is Intended to 
cover the first letter-m ail rate of a ir­ 
mail postage. 
The 
centra! 
design 
represents 
Lindbergh’s airplane, “The Spirit of 
Saint L ouis/’ in flight. 
Across the 
top of the stam p in white Roman let­ 
ters are the words, “ United 
States 
Postage,” with the words, “ Lindbergh 
air-mail,” directly beneath. 
At the 
left of the central design appear? the 
coast line of North America with the 
w'ords, “ New York,” in small dark 
letters and to the right appears the 
coast line of Europe, showing Ireland, 
Great Britain and France, with the 
word, “ Paris,” also in small dark let­ 
ters. 
A dotted 
line 
depicting 
the 
course of the flight to France con­ 
nects the two cities. 
At the bottom 
of the stam p in shaded letters is the 
word “cents” ami in both lower cor­ 
ners are the white numerals, “ IO”. The 
stam p is enclosed within a stra ig h tly * 
border. 
The stam ps were placed or. sale 
June 18 at St. Louis, Mo.; Detroit, 
Michigan; Little Falls, Minnesota, and 
W ashington, D. C., in honor of the 
important part these cities and towns 
played in making the flight a pos­ 
sibility. 
Lindbergh was 
a resident 
and native son of Little Falls, Min­ 
nesota, and his mother is a teacher 
in the schools of Detroit, while at 
St. Louis the capital for his flight was 
furnished and it was this city which 
bached the flight from the time the 
plan was first conceived.
